Honor  Council  Case  History. . . 

‘I  Never  Rat  on  My  Friends’ 


(The  folowihg  editorial,  prepared  from  the 
files  of  the  BYU  Honor  Council,  was  written 
for  the  Daily  Universe  by  Dr.  Reed  Bradford, 
Sociology  Department.  Dr.  Bradford  here 
dramatizes  a dilemma  which  faced  one  student 
. . . and  one  which  faces  many  students  when 
brought  before  the  Honor  Council.) 

I hadn’t  been  to  high  school  long  until  I 
discovered  that  it  was  important  whether  or 
not  I was  accepted  by  the  gang.  I wanted  that 
recognition  and  I did  become  an  accepted  mem- 
ber. I must  admit,  however,  that  I had  some- 
thing of  a problem. 

I remember  the  time  one  of  our  gang  got 
caught  while  all  of  us  were  stealing  hub  caps. 
He  took  the  rap  and  never  told  any  of  the 
names  of  the  rest  of  us.  Two  things  bothered 
me.  One  was  the  fact  that  he  was  the  only 
one  that  got  punished,  and  the  other  was  that 
we  did  something  against  a principle  that  I 
really  knew  was  important. 

“WHO’S  CHICKEN?” 

At  the  time  the  gang  said  anyone  was 
“chicken”  who  was  afraid  to  take  the  hub 
caps.  Who  wants  to  be  called  “chicken?”  Joe, 
our  leader,  said  “Don’t  rat  on  the  rest  of  us  if 
you  get  caught.” 

I wanted  to  belong  to  that  gang  so  I vowed 
right  then  I would  never  “rat.” 

But  the  second  time  we  stole,  it  wasn’t  as 
hard  as  the  first.  It  bothered  my  conscious 
w'hen  I thought  how  my  behavior  differed  with 
my  principles,  however.  Frankly,  I considered 
myself  to  be  something  of  a hypocrite. 

I finally  got  through  high  school  and  regis- 
tered at  the  university.  One  day  when  I was 
buying  books  at  the  book  store  I saw  I didn  t 
have  enough  money.  When  I saw  Joe  I asked 
him  to  lend  me  some  money,  but  he  said 
“Don’t- be  stupid.  They  don’t  watch  the  check- 
stands  closely.  Put  the  books  under  your  coat.” 

At  first  this  seemed  to  be  going  too  far.  But 
when  he  asked  if  I was  “chicken”  that  did  it. 
I paid  for  a candy  bar  and  walked  out  with 
the  books.  But  they  were  watching  more 
closely  than  we  had  thought  and  picked  me  up 
on  the  outside.  I was  caught  red-handed  with 
the  books. 

Eventually  I found  myself  before  a univer- 


sity committee.  I was  surprised  when  they  told 
me  that  they  wanted  to  help  me.  I thought 
they  just  wanted  to  punish  me.  After  a few 
questions  one  of  them  asked  me  what  I 
thought  of  the  Church.  | 

Now  don’t  get  me  wrong.  I grew  up  in  the  i 
Church,  so  right  off  I told  them  I believed  in  it. 
He  said,  “Do  you  believe  that  you  are  your 
brother's  keeper  to  some  degree? 

“Sure  I believe  it,”  I said.  “Isn’t  this  one  of 
the  basic  teachings  of  the  Church?”  The  next 
question  really  put  me  on  the  spot. 

Then  the  man  said,  “If  you  are  your  broth- 
er’s keeper,  you  will  be  willing  to  give  us  the 
name  of  this  friend  of  yours.  Because  if  you 
don’t,  he  probably  will  go  right  on  influencing 
other  people  to  become  thieves.  Will  you  tell  ^ 
us  his  name?” 

I WAS  TROUBLED 

What  was  I to  do?  This  was  one  of  the 
toughest  decisions  I had  ever  made.  They  saw 
how  troubled  I w*as  and  so  told  me  to  think  it 
over  before  making  the  final  decision. 

I asked  them  what  would  happen  to  Joe  if 
I did  tell  his  name.  They  told  me  he  would  be 
brought  in  just  as  I was  and  an  attempt  made 
to  help  him  understand  the  importance  of  the 
principle  he  was  violating.  They  assured  me  I 
further  that  his  name  would  be  revealed  to  no 
one  else  other  than  the  committee. 

“You  see,”  they  said,  “it  isn’t  just  Joe  we 
are  worried  about,  but  the  other  persons  whom 
he  influences  and  the  University  and  Church 
which,  to  some  degree,  he  represents. 

For  the  first  time  in  my  life  I began  to  un- 
derstand an  important  principle  of  Christianity. 

Joe  didn't  turn  himself  in  so  I gave  his 
name  to  the  committee.  This  time  I didn’t 
think  of  it  as  “ratting”  on  someone.  I did  it 
because  I wanted  to  stop  this  pattern  in  Joe  s 

l*f®’  j • u 

At  first,  he  w’ould  have  nothing  to  do  with 
me.  But  later  told  me  he  had  been  treated  with 
respect  by  the  committee  and  that  they  had 
leaned  over  backwards  to  try  to  give  him  an 
understanding  of  an  important  principle.  I’m 
sure  that  in  time  he  and  I will  become  good 
friends  again — only  this  time  we  won  t be 
thieves.
